Sheridan Knowles’s new comedy 
is yet before the public; but it is 
certain that in the course of another 
fortnight we shall have to number it 
among the things that are past. 
The audiences, hitherto, have not 
been decidedly scanty, but they have 
been cold, nor does there appear to 
bea single powerful scene to awaken 
them from a lethargic passiveness ; 
as we stated last week, there is much 
to admire in the comedy in a literary 





point: of view: it sparkles here and 


there with brilliant ‘ loose pearls,” 
and ennobling sentiments, which, 
however, in the mass of heavy mat- 
ter, are unappreciable on the stage. 
Taken as a whole, it is decidedly one 
of the least successful of Knowles’s 
productions, displaying less origi- 
nality of incidents and more pro- 
lixity of speech than any of, his 
numerous other dramas: it is with 
regret we arrive at this opinion ; for 
we deeply admire Knowles as an 
author; and the conviction comes 
upon us with greater bitterness when 
we remember how brief has been 
the existence of the three or four 
previous plays written by him. We 
regret the failure also for the sake 
of the management, which has been 
lavish in its expenditure to render the 
comedy more acceptable, and which 
must consequently suffer a great pe- 
cuniary loss; it has been suggested 
to us that the title of the comedy is 
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a bad one: we believe it to be not 
only bad, but inappropriate :—bad, 
because it has a tendency to scare 
away from the theatre many spinsters 
from fear of ridicule; and inappro- 
priate, inasmuch as there is not an 
old maid in the comedy, nor any 
tendency whatever to old maidenism; 
yet, beyond this consideration, it 
acks action and continuous interest, 
and is, in fact, quite unfitted for 
stage success. 

The new ballet of Hans of Iceland 
has been temporarily withdrawn, 
owing to the illness of Mrs, Gilbert ; 
on Monday evening Fra Diavolo was 
substituted, when Mr. Clement 
White and Mr, G. Horncastle again 
made their appearance as Lorenzo 
and Lord Allcash. We consider 
neither of these gentlemen in the 
light of an acquisition to Madame 

estris’s company, Mr. C. White 
has a very fair voice, but his manage- 
ment of it is decidedly bad, and his 
acting is worse, and he met witha 
very “ frosty reception” from the 
audiences. Mr. Horncastle was bet- 
ter received, though we question 
whether he better deserved it, for 
his impersonation of the foppish 
lord was characterized with a great 
deal of low buffoonery. 





HAYMARKET. 


Now that Miss Helen Faucit has re- 
turned to her duties and is enabled 
to lend a charm and grace to the 
plays, the effect of which has been 
considerably marred by her absence, 
we hope to have some novelties to 
notice, and we suppose no unneces- 
sary delays will occur in the produc- 
tion of Nina Sforza, which has been 
in preparation some time and of 
which report speaks highly. The 

incipal parts are entrusted to 

acready, Wallack, and Helen Fau- 
cit; and a better trio could not have 
been selected to do judgment to a 
young author. Bulwer’s excellent 
acting play of Money has been re- 





peated for the 102nd time, and drew 
a crowded and delighted audience. 
The Lady of Lyons has also been 
repeated with great success, and 
appears as great a favourite as when 
originally produced. Miss Faucit 
has also been performing her favou- 
rite character of Julia, in the Hunch- 
back, in which play Wallack, as 
Master Walter, is seen to the greatest 
advantage. The School of Reform 
has also been played, and Webster 
gave much effect to a most difficult 
character, that of Robert Tyke: all 
these excellent plays have been back- 
ed with the two successful afterpieces 
of the Boarding School, and Foreign 
Affairs. A new drama, called the 


Quadroon Slave, in which Celeste 
has a highly dramatic part, is about 
to be produced, and which, wetrust, 
will bring money to the treasury. 





ADELPHL. 


We foresee we shall have but very 
little change to report at this theatre 
between the present time and Christ- 
mas, for the spectacle of the Witches 
of the Rhine will be as attractive 
for a long period as the loadstone is 
to the magnet. Eclipsing, as some 
of the scenes do, all former efforts 
in grandeur of effect and novelty of 
design, it is not to be wondered at 
that the admirers of the beautiful 
should rush with impetuosity to the 
doors of the Adelphi every evening, 
and that the manager should feel it 
his interest, as well as his duty, to 
prolong the spectacle to an unlimited 
period to give the general play-going 
public an opportunity of beholding 
that which, without ocular demon- 
stration, would not be deemed with- 
in the scope and probability of rea- 
lity. We have before spoken raptu- 
rously of the aqueous scenes, and 
it is only necessary for us now to 
add that by repetition they have in- 
creased rather than diminished in 
effect. The little burletta of “ Co- 
corico” maintains its footing, and

OLYMPIC. 


In conseugence of the indisposition 
of Mrs, Waylett, the performances 
have been changed; Mark Lemon’s 
farce of the Ladies’ Club has been 
played in a manner creditable to any 
theatre; we question if it has ever 
been done better. A young lady 
of the name of Mitchell made her 
first appearance in the part of the 
chairwoman, and was most trium- 
phantly received: she is a very clever 
actress, and is well acquainted with 
the stage; her style is very similar 
to that of Mrs. Nesbitt, and she is 
not unlike her in ‘person. Miss 
Wright sang a Scotch ditty in 


a most pleasing manner; we never 
listened to an encore with so much 
pleasure; there is no necessity for 
Mrs, Waylett while this lady forms 
part of thecompany. Mr. Wild, as 
usual, was most humorous; it is a 


pity this gentleman has not an en- 
gagement at one of our patent thea- 
tres, The house is well attended. 





SADLER’S WELLS. 


The drama entitled ‘* Jack Ketch,” 
written by Mr. G, Almar, is conti- 
nued to be played here, and is cer- 
tainly a much better piece than the 
title would lead the public to judge 
from, Mr. Honner, as the hero of 
the piece, is inhis element; he has 
much to do, and it is done in such 
a manner that few actors could ac- 
complish: we wish he would favor 
us more frequently with a song; we 
would tke sooner hear him than 
any other of his company.
